A QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE, 


The Carson Appeal hauls the editor 
of the Gazette up to the bar of public 
opinion and insists upon his replying 
to the grave charge of receiving a sal- 
ary from the land department of the 
Central Pacific Company. But one 
answer is possible. The editor is 
ferced to plead guilty tothe enormous 
crime. For the last five years he bas 
made a good living, by exchanging 
his labor and business judgment for 
Central Pacific gold,. This 
would, perhaps, not have been so bad, 
if te had not tried to bring some of 
his earnings from that source into the 
pure atmosphere of Nevada journal- 
ism. To have aman who had once 
soiled his hands with a brake wheel, 
and later had made time cards and 
signed passes for members of the press, 
force himself into the select circle in 
whjch the refined, educated and pat- 
riotic editor of the Appeal moved, was 
not to be endured. He must be 
squelched. The Appeal and one or 
two other high-souled contemporaries 
undertook te show him, and the peo- 
ple of this state, his place. Strange 
to say, however, the popular verdict 
has not been exactly satisfactory to 
those who have had the contract. The 
GazettE has gained more subscribers 
in the last year than any paper in the 
state; and the support it has received 
from the whole coast has been excel- 
lent. Whether those who have de- 
voted so much time to proving the 
heinous nature of our crimes - have 
been going up or going down is to us 
unknown; but we would hint to them 
that pulling others down is not to build 
themselves up. The aguments they 
have used on the railroad question 
would have been more in place in a 
barroom than in the columns of 1 
newspaper. We have recognized,with 
them, that the people of Nevada have 
many things to complain of from 
their railroads, but we do not 
agree with them ‘on the 
remedy. We hada plan which has 
always been successful whenever it has 
been tried. They had noplans excepta 
general cinch, such as would ruio 
state and railroads together. Because 
we have not stood with them in their 
bitter and reckless assaults upon capi- 
tal, they try to make people believe 
that we are corrupted by our connec- 
tion with the land department. We 
have only to say that we are willing 
to live or die by our writings and acts, 
public and private,during the time we 
have lived in Reno. 


SAN FRANCISCO AROUSED, 

The Citizens’ Protective Union of 
San Francisco numbered 20,000 Wed- 
nesday, and citizens are constantly 
coming forward to be enrolled on the 
books of the organization. The 
movement is evidently popular among 
the respectable, property-holding 
class of the community.

The Greatest Bridge in the World. 


From the New York Sun. 


The total cost of the Brooklyn 
Bridge, up to the present time, inclu- 
ding the land damages and the pur- 
chases of real estate, has been over 
eleven and a quarter millions of dol- 
lars. Deducting everything except 
the cost of the actual structure, the 
outlay on the bridge has been about 
eight millions of dollars. The orig- 
inal estimate of the expense, made in 
1867, was seven million dollars. But 
in this estimate no allowances were 
made for land and land damages. 

Up to this time, however, the con- 
struction of the bridge alone has ex- 
ceeded the original estimate of cost 
by about a million of dollars, 
and when the work is completed, 
even if the present exceedingly 
favorable contracts are carried out, 
the excess will be upward of three 
millions, and the total expenditures 
will be over thirteen and a half mil- 
lions of dollars. 

This will make the Brooklyn Bridge 
by fur the most expensive bridge in 
the world. But it is unquestionably- 
the boldest undertaking in the way of 
bridge structure ever attempted. Its 
central span across the Erst river, 
from tower to tower, is 1595 feet loag. 
It is nearly 600 feet greater than the 
now widest span—that of the bridge 
at Cincinnati across the Ohio.

THE STAR SIRIUS. 


An object of wonderful beauty in 
the evening sky is the star Sirius, 
which now sets about 11 o'clock. 
About 10 o'clock Monday night it was 
hanging low over the Sierra, looking 
like a gréat flashing diamond in the 
heavens; The light of Sirius, when 
near the zenith, is white, but all stars 
usually seem coiored as they near the 
horizon, owing to the refraction of 
their rays through a greater extent of 
atmosphere. Sirius, or the Dog star 
as it is often called, was known to the 
ancients as a red star. 
since changed, as has been the case 
with other stars. Last evening, as it 
sank low in the west, 
changing color every moment, display- 
ing ali the hues of the rainbow. 

Sirius ranks as¢he brightest star in 
the heavens. When one contemplates 
that radiant “orb, resplendent in the 
evening sky, and reflects fhat it is a 
sun twelve times as large as our own, 
he naturally wishes for a look at it 
through a monster telescope. Yet the 
most powerful glass shows it only asa 
luminous point, so vast in the distance 
between us and the stars. And the 
_ diameter of Sirius is estimated at 11, 
000,000 miles. So far off is it that 
figures are powerless to convey any 
idea of the vast depths of space 
through which it beams upon us. As- 
tronomers estimate that it takes over 
twenty years for light to come down 
to the earth from the Dog star. And 
light travels 192,000 miles in a sec- 
ond. So that Sirius may have drop- 
ped out of existence nineteen years 
ago, and its light be still coming down 
tous. What imagination can conceive 
of a profundity so stupendous? And 

yet there are stars far more distant 
from the earth than Sirius. 

No study is so well 
expand the mind as what 
is called descriptive astronomy. 
The carth and all its affairs seem ut- 
terly insignificant in view of the starry 
heavens, with some slight perception 
of their awful niysteries. One little 
solar system seems of slight moment 
in sight of five or six thousand greater 
suns, for so many stars can be seen 
with the naked eye. The stars are 
all suns, and each probably has its 
planets as ours has. Sirfus is known 
‘to have a satellite. It was discov- 
ered in 1862. 

Yes, 5,000 seem a good many, but 
the astronomers, with their great 
glasses, how many can they see? 
Over 77,000,000 of the first thirteen 
magnitudes! And still these are few 
compared with the infinite number ot 
the stars. They are countless, 
worlds without end. The young 
man of the period would’ do well to 
look at the starsa little oftener and 
allow them to give him a little quiet 
instruction. He is apt to think that 


the universe would suffer somewhat 
were he to diesuddenly. But let him 


fix his eyes on Sirius and set his im- 
agination to work. Let him reflect 
that a young man like himself, stand- 
ing on Sirius (a pretty hot place, but 
never mind), could not see the earth 
at all and would alone be apprised of 
the existence of oursun by a feeble 
glimmer. So little indeed would our 
sun look to the Sirian, that a thread 
in the line of sight,a hundred yards from 
his eyes, wouldjhide this solar system 
from view altogether. Now, would- 
n't the Sirian be justified in thinking 
that our young maa occupied a pretty 
small place in the economy of the uni- 
verse? And wouldn't he be about 
right? 

In fact it is probable that to the 
well informed ebserver on Sirius even 
General Grant would scem a small 
creature to make much fuss about.

properly handled.

It is a somewhat noteworthy coinci- 
dence that the Czar of Russia and 
Senator sharon should intimate a 
readiness to resign at about the same 
time. Thus the minds of great men 
are apt to move inthe same channel.

It carried evil on 
its wings tothe city of Sacramento. 
When Mrs. Hamilton felt its breath, 
she at once made up her mind that 
she would endure her husband's _ per- 
fidy no longer. So she loaded up her 
little pistol and started out. To kill 
her husband? No. Mrs. Hamilton 
was a woman. The bullets were meant 
for the nasty little minx who had 
made the wife’s home unhappy. 

Now it happened that,as the angry lady 
was about to go forth on her vengeful 
mission, her husband came home. He 
had been out in the north wind some 
hours. Soitis no wonder that the 
pair quarreled immediately. ~They 
wrangled for some time,and at last the 
wife dared her husband to go and con- 
front with her the miserable minx 
aforesaid. This he agreed to do, and 
they went forth into the north wind 
together. 

It may be rightly supposed that the 
wedded but inharmonious pair were 
far from being in an angelic frame of 
mind after a walk of half an hourin the 
teeth of that norther. Arrived at the 
domicile of the presumably wicked 
brunette, the two ladies engaged in an 
animated conversation on the stairs, 
to which the fickle husband was a sul- 
len listener. The brunette denied the 
charges preferred by Mrs. Hamilton, 
and insisted that her relations with 
the latter's husband had been entirely 
innocent.

Dr. Sabine at once decided 
to sever the hand from the two joints 
which were thereafter to serve asa 
nose. Tommy was rendered partly 
unconscious by the use of anesthetics 
and the amputation was performed 
without much trouble. During the 
two months in which the finger had 
been growing to the face, the blood 
had retreated from the band and arm 
because of its peculiar position, leav- 
ing them as white as snow. Short! 
after the operation, the tube throug 
which Tommy breathed was removed 
from its position in the larynx. The 
patient at present in a peculiar 
position. In order to have a marae 
nasal the second joint of tht 
amputated finger was crooked so thae 
the elbow forms the top of the nose. 
The end ef the finger was stitched to 
the upper lip in aneat manner. The 
next step in the process was to re- 
move pieces of skin from the cheeks 
and forehead and allow them to grow 
on the lacerated and stitched portions 
of the new nose. The consequence is 
that there are no nostrils at present, 
and Tommy breathes through his 
mouth and ears. In order to avoid 
this inconvenient mode of inhaling 
and exhaling, an operation is shortly 
to be performed with a view to pro- 
viding the new organ with nostrils. 
Coulter's articulation is good, but his 
voice sounds as though he were speak- 
ing through a ram's ong The surg- 
eons in charge of the case are confi- 
dent that they will be able to remove 
this impediment very easily. The 
wonderful patience which Tommy dis- 
played during this trying ordeal en- 
abled them to operate with more 
success than in ordinary cases. It is 
proposed to remove all scars from his 
face by the process of skin grafting.

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FROZEN TO DEATH. 


An Old Man Perishes in a Snow Storm 
. On the Sierra. 
The Republican gives the following 
account of the death of Truman Grif- 
fin, better know as ‘“‘Old Grif,” who 


recently perished in a snow storm 
within sight of Truckee. The old 
man had lived near Hot Springs, Lake 
Tahoe, for nearly twenty years: 
Starting from bome Thursday morn- 


ing he passed D. J. Smith’s house five 
or six miles from town, at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon. They begged hiin to 
remain over night, but he refused. A 
terrible storm was raging. A hurri- 
cane ht the fast falling snow- 
mingled them with blind- 
ing drifts until the whited air rushed 
by with almost the power of an ava- 
lanche. The poor horse which he 
rode missed the way and floundered 
helplessly about uotil exbausted. 
- “Grif.” dismounted,and vainly search- 
ed for the missing road. He then 
started on foot fcr Truckee. First 
however, he spread his overcoat over 
the poor horse. This kind deed per- 
formed for his poor, dumb companion 
should be counted something on the 
credit side of his account in the next 
world, for it was the last act of his ex- 
istence. The snow was not over three 
or four feet deep, yet he traveled 
nearly a mile after leaving his horse. 
The last hundred yards he crawled 
upon his hands and knees. No man 
ever realized better than he did the 
terrible death that was overpowering 
him, or ever struggled harder for life. 
Benumbed,exhausted and driven to des- 
pair by the. dreadful snow ladened 
winds, the wretched old man finally 
cessed to struggle. The horror, the 
ny of his dreadful death was visi- 
ble in his frozen, distorted features 
when they found his remains. The 
my wearied horse shared his master’s 
ate and was found stark and stiff in 
death. «“Grif” had started from home 
with a live marten which was tied in 
a sack to his saddle. Even the mart- 
en’s fur was unavailing, and it too was 
frozen. 
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The Central Nevada Railroads. 


A Eureka Leader reporter recently 
interviewed General J. H. Ledlie and 
W.5S. Foster of .the Nevada Central 
Railroad. The gentlemen were on 
their way East. Mr. Foster is and 
has been Assistant Superintendent of 
the road. On being asked if it is true 
that the road was built and is being 
operated by a“Tilden Syndicate,” as 
reported, Mr. Foster laughed at the 
idea. He said he hardly thought that 
Uncle Samuel knew that such a rail- 
road was in existence. It was true 
that it was built by a syndicate of 
New York capitalists, and on money 
furnished by Hatch & Foster and 
Phelps, Stokes & Co., New York 
bankers. He says the syndicate don’t 
want to build any more railroads in 
Nevada in the winter and to race 
against time in their construction. Mr. 
Foster also says that the idea is en- 
tertained in good faith to continue the 
road south from Austin with Bodie as 
its objective point, the Austin Reveille 
to the contrary notwithstanding, and 
also to build a line north from Battle 
Mountain, through Idaho, and so on 
into Oregon to the Columbia river, and 
thinks operations may be commenced 
on one or both of these projects the 
coming season. His own views are 
more favorable to the northern road 
than to the southern, as he thinks it 
would open up a country that gives 
better promise of such business as 
goes to make a railroad profitable. 
He thinks that within a few years 
Nevada will be intersected with a net 
work of narrow-gauge railroads, run- 

ing to every point that gives promise 
of ——s a business that would 
make such enterprises profitable. 
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Piute Sugar Cane. 

Walter Schmidt writes as follows 
from the Desert Salt Works, at White 
Plains, to the Silver State, concerning 
Piute sugar cane: “There is any 
quantity of the wild sugar cane grow- 
ing at the sink of the Humboldt, on 
the first flat between the Desert Salt 


works and the railroad, where there 
is plenty of water. There is a spring 
on the first flat, near which the cane 
grows every year. In the fall thé 
juice appears as a perfectly clear but 
rather thick liquid, under the leaves. 
This liquid crystalizes in a short time 
and the sugar is perfectly white. I 
have collected as much asa cup full 
at a time, boiled it, skimmed it, and 
used it instead of molasses. It is 
splendid, and I shqnid judge that a 
great deal of the flat might be used to 
Faise the cane, provided plenty of 
water was brought there to pres gee it. 
The Piutes formerly gath large 
quantities of the cugar after it lad 
crystalized on the leaves and stalks.”

Finished. 


Within a month or six weeks the 
children will be transterred from their 
present crowded and uncomfortable 
building to the new school house,where 
they will bave plenty of room, sun- 
shineand air; all of which are sadly 
deficient in the old quarters. The new 
building is probably the most sightly 
and substantial in Reno, and the best 
Offe, considering its cost, in the state. 
It has been built under the most favor- 
able circumstance ; and in every branch 
Mr. Benham has been able to get the 
best materials and labor at the lowest 
figures.

Ap- 
proaching the building from any side 
it presents a tasteful, if not elegant 
appearance, which one would hardly 
believe could be given toa plan so 
nearly square. A basement 7 feet high 
raises the first floor off the ground. 
The main entrances, on the east and 
west sides, are alike. Ten steps, 20 
feet wide, lead up to the portals, which 
are three innumber. The middle one 
isoccupied by a flight of 29 steps, 7 
feet wide, 7 inches rise and 12 inches 
tread. The rooms up stairs are feur 
in number, 34x28 feet, 16 feet high; 
two on the north and two on the south 
side of a fine hall 18 feet wide. Each 
pair of rooms is connected by’ im 
mense openings in the partition, 12 by 
16 feet, with four sliding doors. Mul- 
lion windews, five in a frame, on the 
front and back, and two in a frame on 
the sides, flood the rooms with sun- 
shine. Large ventilators for fresh 
air lead up from below,and for foul air 
lead to the flues running to the roof.

In the corners outside, are 
stationary wash-stands, To reach the 
lower floor it is necessary to go entire- 
ly outside the doors,as there is no cen- 
nection inside the walls atall. On 
each side of the main stairways a hal!

Under the stairs are four 
closets,and mid-way is av arch through 
whichto pass from ene side of the 
building to the other. On either side 
are stationary wash-stands. 

THE BASEMENT. 

The Basement is divided by a brick 
wall into two immense rooms lighted 
by low windows, guarded by iron bars 
and shatters.

is 70 by 80 feet, and will cost $14,000 
when completed. The walls are of 
handsome red brick, 45 feet high. 
The roof is a strony, flat mansard 
neatly painted, with two cormer win- 
dows on each of the four sides. A 
railing is here to be put up around the 
edge of the upper part, but it is not 
considered advisable to have it there. 
There are two immense chimneys, 20 
inches by three feet, each divided into 
four flues. The tower is 95 feet high, 
surmounted by a handsome vane. The 
belfry has gothic openings 6 feet by'8. 
The wood-work outside is painted a 
handsome gray tint. The roof and 
tower a reddish brown, striped with 
gray. Inside everything is oak grain- 
ed in the best finish. he walls are 

lastered, and the black-boards will 

slate.

of persons authorized to sign contracts, 
aed eich order must be properly at- 
tested by the Clerk of the Court, and 
be deposited in this office, before such 
contract can be perfected. A special 
order of the Courtin such cases is 
sufficient. No transcript copies of 
will, letters testamentary or other 
proofs of authority are required. 

5th. In case full payment is made 
on the application or contract of any 
person since deceased, an order of the 
Court having jurisdiction of the es- 
tate of deceased is required, direct- 
ing to whom the patent shall issue. 

6th. Applications to purchase 
lands, and the money deposited there- 
for, cannot be withdrawn except for 
such part thereof as the State may for 
any cause be unable to convey. In 
case there are two or more applicants 
for the same land, all can withdaaw 
except the one entitled to purchase. 

7th. The legal representative of a 
deceased applicant entitled to- with- 
draw can do so by presenting the 
duly attested order of any Court hav- 
ing jurisdiction of the estate of de- 
ceased. 

8th. A deed from the applicant 
invests the grantee with the right to 
make full payment and receive the 
patent (in the name of the applicant) 
or to withdraw money deposited in 
case the sale cannot be completed, but 
does not authorize the — to en- 
ter into contract.

9th. Patents will invariably issue 
in the name of the applicant, except 
in case this Department is legally no- 
tified of the death of such applicants, 
in which case patent will issue as pro- 
vided in Rule 5. | 

10th. The powers of attorney and 
orders of Court above referred to 
must specifically state the act and 
thing to be done by the attorney or 
person authorized, and must accu- 
rately describe the land by legal sub- 
divisions of survey as written in the 
application.
